Claiming that the new gas rate 
of $1.45 net per 1,000 cubic feet, 
granted in October of this year, had 
failed to yield sufficient revenue 
to pay operating expenses, taxes and 
depreciation and that during October 
it cost the company $1.18 for each 
$1 received, the Georgia Railway 
and Power company late Monday 
afternoon filed a petition for fur- 
’ ther substantial increases with the 
state railroad commission, and the 
date for the hearing will be an- 
nounced Tuesday. 

In 1918 the gas ratq of the com- 
‘pany was raised fr to $1,15 
per 1,000 cubic feet, and in October 
this year an increase from §1.15 
to $1.45 was granted. The company 
now asks that for the first 10,000 
 eubie feet a rate of $2.25 per 1,000 

cubic feet be granted for Atlanta 
and surrounding territory: for the 
~anext 20,000 cuble feet, $2.15, and 
for all over 30,000 cubic feet, $2.10, 
according to the application. These 
rates would be subject to a 10 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet discount for 
prompt payment. 

For College Park, Decatur and 
East Point territory a rate of $2.50 
per 1,000 cubic feet, subject to the 
same discount is requested. The 
minimum monthly charge per meter 
in both territories is set at $1.50 
in the petition. 

“For each dollar of gross revenue 
received during the month of Oc- 
‘tober for service rendered,” reads 
the petition, “it actually cost this 
company $1.18 to manufacture and 
deliver this gas to such customer 
as paid the dollar.” This situa- 
tion, stated Preston 8.

Declaring in the form of a reso- 
lution that some articles of small 
value have probably not heen prop- 
erly accounted for by the county 
police, but adding that evidence 
produced was insufficient to prove 
any lack of accountability or im- 
proper conduct on the part of any 
officer of the force, the board of 
Fulton county commissioner yes- 
terday afternoon dropped the probe 
of the county police department 
arising over the alleged disappear- 
ance of some rugs taken in a raid 
on a negro house. 

While members of the board con- 
tended that the investigation was 
of little importance, immediately 
upon assembling decision was made 
to hear the evidence in executive 
session and to exclude all persons 
except witnesses. J . 

Details concerning the testimony 
of about a dozen policemen of the 
county force and several civilians 
were kept secret, and the board 
members had no statements to, 
make when they adjourned after a 
session of several hours. 


Resolution Adopted. 
The resolution .adopted by 
board and made public follows: 
« “The investigation develops 
that propably some article of 
small value have not been gat- 
isfactorily accounted for. 

“The board, however, does not 
consider the evidence as suf-.

Bomb Is Exploded

London, November 30.—A bomb 
was exploded at 1 o’clock this 
morning in the building occupied 
by a hide merchant in Old Swan 
lane, near London bridge. A 
floor of the building was wreck- 
ed, but nobody was injured. The 
bomb, fitted with a time fuse, 
apparently had been left in the 
building in a grip sack.

London, November 20.—(By the 
Associated Préss)—Dispatches relat- 
ing to the killing .of fifteen auxil- 
lary police cadets near Kilmichael 
were read in the house of commons 
by Sir Hamar Greenwood, chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, in the course of 
the Irish debate today. 

The pkrty, which ambushed the 
cadets, consisted of from eighty to; 
one hundred men, all dressed ifn 
khaki and wearing steel trench hel- 
mets. They fired from both sides 
of the road on the lorries and also 
directed an enfilading fire. 

By force of arms some of the ca- 
dets had been disarmed and brutal- 
ly murdered; their bodies were rifled 
of all money and valuables and even 
clothing was taken from the corpses. /

In special session Monday after- 
noon the board of education voted 


existing in salaries paid to men and 
women teachers in the Atlanta high 
schools; heard with enthusiasm a 
Speech by Mayor Key announcing 
his intention to ask council next 
year for the maximum levy of an 
emergency tax for new school build- 
ings, and accepted with regret the 
resignation of President Fred E. 
Winburn, who leaves the city today 
to accept a position in Chicago. 

The board recognized the princi- 
Ple of equalization as between men 
and women instructors and voted 
unanimously to grant the petition 
presented by a special committee 
on behalf of the high school teach- 
ers asking “equal Pay for equal 
services.” Male and female instruc- 
tors jn the same group will receive 
salaries identical. in amount when 
the new schedule goes into effect on 
January 1. 

At present there is a discrepancy 
between the remuneration received 
by the men and the women ranging 
upward in groups tq $30 a month in 
the last group. The salaries of the 
men remain unchanged, while the 
pay of the women was boosted to 
meet them in all groups. For the 
remainder of the current term fol- 
lowing January 1, that is, until Sep- 
tember 1, infuguration of the new 
schedule will mean an increase in 
the pay roll of $15,726.08, according 
to figures submitted by the teach- 
ers. 

Plans fér Equhlization. 

Arguments for equalization were 
presented to the board by Miss A 
B. Mann, head of the science de-

Probers He Notified the 


Government Was Being 
Robbed. 


GRAFTING IN YARDS 
ON SOUTH ATLANTIC 


Says Government Suffered 
From Lack of Inspec- 
tions, From Overcharges 
and Needless Repairs. 
Favoritism Laid to Board 


New York, November, 29.—Testl- 
mony that 10 per cent of the $7,000,- 
000 shiping board repair bills in the 
south Atlantic distfict was “greft.” 
was given here today to the Walsh 
congressional committee examining 
into shipping board affairs. The al- 
legation was made by Charles Ban- 
zahf, a traveling auditor of the 
board out of New York. It was 
contained in a letter written by the 
witness to the general comptroller 
of the board last July, read here to- 
day by Chairman Walsh, and identl- 
fled by the witness, 

Means by which the 
“graft” was made possible, 
witness testified, included 
inspections, failure to check repair 
work, overcharges for materials and 
labor and-unnecessary repairs. He 
cited an instance of a repair en- 
gineer who, he said, had set in a 
pilot house and approved repair bills 
amounting to “thousands of dollars” 
without ever looking at the work. 
He declared inspectors had been 
told that “costs” were none of their 
business, and that there was a spirit 
of make, rather than cut down re- 
pair work.

OFFICIAL LONDON 
FAST IN THE GRIP 
OF DEADLY FEAR

London, November 29.—Official 
London is in the grip of fear. The 
attempted destruction of Liverpool 
docks and warehouses followed 
within a few hours the disclosures 
made by the Irish office regarding 
the alleged Sinn Fein plot to “carry 
the war into England” A part of 
that plot concerned attacks to be 
made on government officials and 
the heart of England—the house of 
commons, 

That is why the gallery of the 
commons, for almost the first time 
since Cromwell sent in his soldiers 
to clear out the rump parliament, 
has been closed, locked, and is now 
heavily guarded. That is why sol- 
diers with bared bayonets march up 
and down the lobbies and grounds 
of the parliament buildings, while 
hundreds of Scotland Yard men and 
uniformed and plain clothes detec- 
tives from the metropolitan head- 
quarters are scattered every few 
yards within the mile radius ,that 
includes not only the houses of par- 
liament, but a greater number of 
the departmental buildings. 

The government is in the hands 
of the police. It is obeying instruc- 
tions from the police commissioner 
implicitly. When members of par- 
liament asked why the galleries 
should be closed—an unheard-of 
proceeding—the reply from. the 
speaker was that “information from 


«% small crowd attempted to pass the 
barriers recently erected by the 
police at the entrances to Downing 
street and King Charlies street. The 
crowd, however, was made up of 
about 150 supernumeraries sent by 
a moving picture company for pho- 
tographic purposes. only.

Firebugs Surprised 
Half a dozen men who were pre- 
paring to set fire to a large lum- 
ber yard in the,district of.

night This attempt was almost co- 
incident with the breaking out of 
incendiary fires in Liverpool. 
The policeman chalienged a loit- 
erer, who immediately attacked the 
officer and shouted for help. Five 
men, with revolvers, answered his 
call, emerging from behind some 
empty wagons and rushing the po- 
liceman, who was compelled to lib- 
erate the man he had seen All 
the men escaped. Searching behind 
the wagons the policeman found 
cotton waste soaked with gasoline, 
which had been pushed through a 
gateway of a lumber yard, and he 
also discovered two revolvers and 
100 cartridges. Oneofthe supposed 
incendiaries was later arrested. 


Alleged American “Gunmen.” 


American “gunmen” are said to 
have made their appearance in 
Londonderry, Ireland, according to 
advices received here today. The 
presence of these mercenaries in 
Dublin and other Irish cities have 
previously been reported. The mil- 
itary authorities of Londonderry 
are taking all precautions in the 
event of attempted assassinations. 

The police of Liverpool, dis- 
patches say, also believe American 
“gunmen” have invaded Liverpool. 
The police claim to have established 
connection between Sinn Fein head- 
quarters and numerous strangers 
who are idling about the streets in 
groups’ of two or three and having 
the appearance of desperadoes. 

The latest Sinn Fein develop- 
ments in England were discussed 
at an important conference _ this 
afternoon at No. 10 Downing street, 
the official residence of Premier 
Lloyd-George, between members of 
the government and the heads of 
the police organizations. 

The conferees included the pre- 
mier, Winston Spencer Churchill, 
secretary for war; Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, chief secretary for Ire- 
land; Speaker Lowther, of the 
house of commons, and the heads 
of the metropolitan police and 
Scotland yard. 

The ciosing of the public galler- 
ies of the house of commons fol- 
lowed this meeting. 


Latest Sinn Fein Plan. 


The Evening Standard says the 
latest Sinn Fein plot contemplates 
the burning of houses and other 
property in England belonging to 
“black and tan” who are serving 
in Ireland. The newspaper asserts 
that the details of thealleged plot 
came into the possession of the au- 
thorities as the result of a raid 
on the Irish. mails. 

The Standard says that not only 
have cabinet ministers received let- 
ters threatening them with person- 
al violence, but that threats now 
are being made against members 
of their families.

His bullet 
went astray and killed a.civilian. 

It is charged by the police that 
the man under arrest had in his pos- 
session plans of the premises in 
which fires occurred. He was re- 
manded to prison for one week.

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N NEGRO POPULATION 


Smaller Increase Shown by 
Both Whites and Blacks 
| in Mobile. 


Washington, November 293.— 
Rome, Ga., showed a decrease of 
432 negroes in 1920 and an increase 
of 1,587 whites, the figures being 
9,924 whites, 3,226 negroes, and 2 
all others; that is, Japanese, Chi- 
nese and Indians, according to 
census figures announced today. 

Both the white and negro popu- 
lation of Mobile, Ala. showed a 
Smaller increase from 1910 to 1920 
than for. the preceding decade. The 
figures as announced today by the 
census bureau were 36,869 whites 
and 23,893 negroes. Chinese, Jap- 
anese and Indians numbered 15 as 
against 21 for the previous decade, 
The increase in the white popu- 
lation in the last ten years was 
8,132, or 28.3 per cent, as against 
7,335, or 34.3 per cent for the pre- 
ceding decade, while the negroes in 
the same period increased 1,130 
per cent as compared with 5,718, 
or 33.5 for the previous.ten years. 
There were 29,085 males in 1920 
and 31,692 femeles, and the fe- 
males also outnumbered the males 
in 1910, there being 24,317 males 
and 27,204 females then. The ratio 
of males to 100 females, however, 
being 91.8 in 1920 as against 89.4

For several years The Constitu- 
tion thought so much of the pur- 
" pose and of the work being done 
by this and similar organizations 
devoted to the promotion of irter- 
national peace that we gave them 
every encouragement possible. 

One of the most memorable 
meetings ever held in Atlanta was 
that addressed by former Presi- 
dent William Howard Taft and 
President Lowell, of Harvard uni- 
versity, in behalf of the League to 
Enforce Peace, an organization 
established for a purpose similar 
to that of the American Peace 
society, both organizations work- 
ing to the same general end, 

Both organizations appealed to 
the non-partisan conseience of the 
country; and here fn Atlanta a 
fund of $5,000 was raised by pop- 
ular subscriptions, to back the 
League to Enforce Peace as a re- 
sult of the appeals made by 
Messrs. Taft and Lowell. 

Largely in response to the ef- 
forts of these two and _ similar 
organizations, the first step ever 
taken to secure international ac- 
tion in behalf of world peace was 
made at the Versailles conference 
following the world war. y 

Then, unfortunately, and as a 
world-wide calamity, this great 
question was removed from the 
Status of an impersonal and non- 
partisan ideal, and projected into 
the arena of partisanship as a po 
litical football. 3

peace movement, like Taft, Low- 
ell and Root, lined up on the side

It will be interesting to see just 
what men like Taft, Root and 
Lowell have in view to make good 
their justification that their sup- 
port of the anti-league campaign 
was based on the theory that only 
through republican success could 
international peace be obtained. 

Either they were right and the 
Borahs and Johnsons were wrong, 
or the Borahs and Johnsons were 
right and-the Tafts, Roots and 
Lowells were wrong. 

It is impossible for both groups 
to have been right, adhering, as 
they did, to respective positions 
that are diametrically opposed to 
each other.

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Explaining Why 
Census Puts California 
‘Ahead of Georgia 


Editor Constitution: I am much 
interested in The.Constitution’s dis- 
cussion as to why California has 


passed Georgia in growth, and I 
agree very largely with the positon 
taken by The Constitution to the 
effect that Georgia has not “looked 
ahead” like California. 

Aside from the fact that Geor- 
gia has not taken advantage of 
her credit for municipal and cor- 
porate development, like other 
states and, cities, there is another 
potent reason in Georgia's failure 
to take advantage of its water-pow- 
er development as California has 
done. 

California handles her resources 
and public utilities for the benefit 
of Californians. Her laws give her 
people a free hand in developing 
their natural wealth. The laws of 
Georgia hamper Georgians at every 
step and, when it is proposed to 
amend the laws and free our people, 
the cry is always raised: 


“You will keep capital away.” 

California proves the contrary. 
Such laws attract both people anda 
capital and develop a state. Cali- 
fornia’s growth has kept pace with 
the development of her electric 
power. 

Passing Hamstring Georgia. 

In 1992, Georgia with more people 
than California was generating 94,- 
637,017 kilowatt hours of electricity 


for light and power. California 
was generating 773,477,158 kilowatt 
hours, and had begun to gain on 
Georgia in population. 

Fifteen years later, in 1917, Geor- 


current as California was generat- 
ing in 1902, but California was gen- 
erating 2,758,815,666 kilowatt hours, 
or more than five times the 503,320,- 
362 kilowatt hours then being gen- 
erated in Georgia. 

That year, 1917, in California, pri 
vate plants had 577,120 customers, 
municipal plants 42,683, a total of 
619,803 customers. But in Georgia 
private plants had 14,930 customers, 
municipal plants 32901, a total of 
only 47,235. Estimating that five 
persons get the benefit of the cur- 
rent purchased by each customer, 
it would be seen, in California 3,099,- 
015 people were being served with 
electric light and power, while in 
Georgia only 236,175 were being so 
served in 1917. 

Georgia Laws ‘Effect. 

In Georgia, where the constitution 
and laws place every obstacle in the 
way of the towns, cities and coun- 
ties desiring to develop their own 


utilities, the publicly owned and op- 
erated plants were furnishing light 
and power te almost three times as 
many people as were the corpora- 
tions. 

According to the figures given by 
the bureau of the census, the aver- 
age rate for light in Georgia in 
1917 was 1.9 cents pere kilowatt 
hour higher than the average rate 
throughout the United States. Yn 
California, the average was 1.2 cents 
per kilowatt hour lower than the 
average for the United States. 
In Georgia, the average rate for 
power was .6 cents per kilowatt 
hour higher than the average rate 
for the country as a whole. The 
California rate was the same as the 
average for the United States. 

What difference does a fraction of 
a cent or one cent and a fraction 
make? The average rate for light 


in Georgia in 1917, according to the 
census department, was 7.4 cents 
per K.W.H., 3.1 cents per K. WH. 
higher than the average rate.of 4.3 
cents in California. The people of 
California that year consumed 393,- 
409,282 kilowatt hours for light. A 
difference of 3.1 cents per kilowatt 
hour for that quantity of light 
amounts to $12,195,687.74, saved on 
bills for light in one year alone by 
the people of California by having 
their rates instead of those prevail- 
ing in Georgia. 

In ten years’ time, without inter- 


est, that difference will amount to 
$121,956,877.40. 


The difference would be greater 
today. The price for current in 
Georgia has been raised twice and 


the cost of coal has increased enor- 
mously, driving up the rates of the 
municipal] plants since 1917, the date 
that the rates upon which the above 
figures are based were in force. 


Law in California. 
With over three-fourths of the 
state of Georgia unable to get light 


and power at any priee, and a pitl- 
able fraction of the other fourth 
being bled in the way described, it 
is surprising that California has not 
outdistanced Georgia even more. 
Certainty, it is time for Georgians 
to study the laws which have given 
that state such an advantage. 

First in interest js California’s 
declaration as to her waterpowers. 
Her law says: 


“All water or the use of water 
within the state 6f California is the 


property of the people of the state 
of California, but the right to the 
use of running water flowing in a 
river or stream or down a canyon 
or ravine may be acquired by ap- 
propriation, provided that no water 
for the generation of electricity or 
electrical or other power may be 
eppropriated for a lohger period than 
25 years except by a municipal cor- 
poration.” 

The 25-year limitation will be 
noted. 


Hoarding Idle Water Impossible.

gia was not yet generating as much, 


‘“appropriated” in California, the 
“appropriator”’ must begin work of 
development within 60 days of mak- 
ing the appropriation. This provi- 
sion-effectually prevents the grab- 
bing of water powers and holding 


them undeveloped, as the corpora- 
tions have done in Georgia. 


To further safeguard the rights 
of the people, the Act, creating the 
water commission having the supér- 
vision of the waters of California 
and their use, expressly provides: 

“Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to deprive the state, or 
any city and county, muni@ipal wa- 
ter district, irrigation district, ight- 
ing district, or political subdivision 
of the state—of any right to acquire 
by or through eminent domain pro- 
ceedings.” 

California Corporations Spurred. 

The most effectual law in Cali- 
fornia, in making possible the de- 
velopment of public utilities; and 
in hastening the develement of 


them, is the law providing for the' 


of “Public Utility Dis- 
tricts.” This law provides he ma- 
chinery whereby any number of 
towns or counties can get together 
and organize what is known as a 
“Public Utility District.” 

The “Public Utility District” is 
in effect a corporation ownéd and 
controlled by the towns and coun- 
ties composing it. Among its pow- 
ers, the district has the power: 

“To acquire, construct, own, op- 
erate, control or use within or with- 
out the digtrict, or partly within 
and partly without the district 
works for supplying the inhabi- 
tants of said district with light, 
water, power, heat, transportation, 
telephone service or other means 
of communication, or for the dispo- 
sition of garbage, sewage, storm 
water or refuse matter, or parks, 
and do all things necessary to the 
full exercise of the powers herein 
granted. 

“To haveand exercise the right 
of eminent domain and in the man- 
ner provided by-law for the con- 
demnation of private property for 
public use to take any property 
necessary or convenient to the ex- 
ercise of the powers herein grant- 
ed, whether such property be al- 
ready devoted to the same use or 
otherwise... In proceedings relative 
to the exercise of such rights the 
district shall have the same rights, 
powers and privileges as a munici- 
pal corporation.” 

The right to condemn developed 
properties, it will be seen, is careful- 
ly preserved. 

The law enables any section of 
the state of California to create 
a hydro-electric power commission 
to develop their waterpowers along 
the lines advocated by the Munici- 
pal League of Georgia. In addi- 
tion, the municipalities have the 
power to act alone. 

The effect of having this power 
has been seen in the wonderful 
municipal developments of Passade- 
na and Los Angeles, where current 
is being brought from  approxi- 
mately 300 miles away and supplied 
to the people of those cities at prices 
which.make those paid in Georgia 
absurd \and outrageous. 

Georgia Needs the Spur. 

The law of California does not 
put the private corporation out of 
business. It merely spurs them to 
action. 

It serves notice upon them that 
the ublic are freeandable to pro- 
tect themselves. Therefore, the 
corporations make reasonable rates; 
they develop the waterpowers con- 
trolled by them; they serve the peo- 
ple whose property they use. As 


creation 


result, the average citizen of. Calis 


fornia uses approximately four times 
as much current for light and al- 
most three times ag much for pow- 
er as does the average citizen of 
Georgia. And over four-fifths of 
the people of California live where 
they can get electricity, while more 
than three-fourths of the people of 
Georgia cannot get current at any 


price.

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THE GALLSAC. 

The gallsac or galibladder, the 
size and color of a small or trial 
size lemon, lies just under the edge 
of the ribs a bit.to the west of the 
breastbone. It is filled with gall. 
It has but one nozzle through which 
it squirts the gall into the main 
gall channel, which conveys gall 
from the liver to the intestine. Gall 
is,not a disease, you understand; 
it is the bile, the natural recretion 
of the liver. But the gallsac is 
rather superfluous today, if it ever 
served any essential purpose in the 
upright animal. Like other struc- 
tures which have become more or 
less superannuated in the course 
of human progress from the ali-four 
to the fore all state, notably, the 
wisdom teeth, the vermiform ap- 
pendix and the tonsils, the human 
gallsac seems to be particularly 
vulnerable to disease. For which 
we, the medical profession, may be 
grateful. 

Infection of the lining of the gall- 
sac by various bacteria from vari- 
ous parts of the body produces in- 


flammation thereof, called, for thef 


sake of euphony, cholecystitis, 
merely the doctor’s resounding and 
ponderous way 6f saying gallsac in- 
flammation. Then sometimes afew 
million of the responsible germs 
in an idle moment get together 

a clump, roll around and gather 
a coating of mucus, which in time

month, until eventually there is a 
hard body called a gallstone. The 
delighted physician now terms the 
trouble cholelithiasis, 

“A famous’ Baltimore 
who .would be too greatly embar- 
rasged by newspaper publicity re- 
cen cited an interesting example 
of the curious process I have just 
been describing. He told of the 
remova! from his own person of 
four large gallstones. thirty-five 
years after a typhoid fever attack 
he had suffered when eight years 
old, and on cutting through the 
stones and making cultures from the 
centers the bacteriologist demon- 
strated the presence of living ty- 
Phoid germs. 

Thkt’s perseverance, even for ty- 
phoid bacilli! 

You see, in typhoid fever the 
germs are freely eliminated through 
the bile tract. Months and years 
after the fever, in some cases, the 
living germs are still eliminated 
into the intestine through the bile 
tract, through the gallsac—and such 
individuals, to all appearances well 
and strong, are the typhoid carriers 
who innocently cause epidemics of 
typhoic if they have anything to 
do with handling or preparing food. 
But what is more to the point here, 
a considerable share of gallstone 
cases are encountered in persons 
who have had typhoid fever (recog- 
nize@ or mistaken for some other 
illness) in years past. 

An individual who has a sack 
of gallstones in his midst does not 
necessarily suffer any serious trou- 
ble therefrom. In something like 
onc of each ten cases of gallstone 
disease no symptoms are complained 
of by the subject. 


Feast of Chanukah 
Will Be Observed 
By Atlanta Jews 


An impressive minor holiday of 
the Jewish calendar, primarily a 
home celebration, will be observed 
by orthodox Jews of Atlanta the 
week. starting Sunday night, Decem- 
ber 5. Rabbi David Marx said last 
night that he would issue instruc- 
tions for the celebration later in the 
week. No special services are 
planned to be held in the syna- 
gogues, but Jewish persons. will 
have special worship in their homes, 
following a ritual to be read, con- 
taining selections keyed to the note 
of rejoicing on account of the tri- 
umph of right over might, the cen- 
tral theme of the celebration, which 
is called Chanukah, 

The feast commemorates the stir- 
ring events in Palestine from 168 to 
165 B.C E, when the King of Syria, 
Antiochus Epiphanes, wishing to 
unite all provinces under his domain 
into one nation, issued a decreethat 
only the Greek religion was to be 
practiced throughout his empire. To 
supvress the Jews, he had the sa- 
cred scrolls of the law burned in the 
temple in Jerusalem, and the tem- 
ple defjled by the erection of altars 
for the worship of idols. This pre- 
cipitated a revolt, in which the Jews 
under Judas Maccabeus, eventually 
defeated the Syrians. The idols were 
removed and the temple re-dedicatd 
to Hebrew worship. 

Many legends cluster about the 
feast of Chanukah, preserved in the 
book of Maccabees. Also the cele- 
bration will be observed in Jewish 
schools. Lights will be kindled for 
eight days in the homes and schools.

Shoe Manufacturers 
Ask the Shoe Workers 
To Abolish Wage Bonus 


Lynn, Mass., November 23.—The 
shoe manufacturers of this city to- 
day made fermal request of the 
joint council of the United Shoe 
Workers of America for abolition 
of the wage bonus of 12% to 20 per 
cent that has been paid for more 
than a year. This is the first gen- 
eral step towards reduction of 
wages in this city where normaliy 
15.000 operatives are employed in 
cne hundred factories engaged 
largely in the making of women's 
shoes. 

Elimination of the bonus is nec- 
essary, according to the manufac- 
turers, in order to reduce their op- 
erating costs to the point where 
shops may be reopened and run 
with profit. Trade conditions, they 
say, have turned orders for shoes 
to other cities with lower wage 
rates.

Beautiful Music Delights 
Large Bailroom Audience 


Shades of the great composers in 
the days when music was a sport 
of princes and their drawing rooms 
the setting for the flowering of 
genius which is the inspiration of 
composers even today, were invoked 
yesterday at the Capital City club 
when the New-York Chamber Music 
society gave a concern under the 
auspices of The Music Study club. 

Away up in a box, on a line with 
the big crystal prism in the ball 
room at the club, hung chandeliers, 
that are a renaissance from the ro- 
mantic days of princely patronage 
of music; and with the short velvet 
curtains on the upstairs untorn 
where the air should have been 
coming in, but wasn’t because the 
windows were not open one could 
easily visualize rich hangings and 
paintings and people in evening 
dress, Especially when there was 
in the music such lavish nourish- 
ment for the imagination. 

The Chamber Music society con- 
sists of tem men and one woman, 
Carolyn Beebe, who is the director. 
Evidently she is not a feminist. It 
is made up of strings and wood 
winds—two violins, a viola, a violin- 
cello, a double base, a piano, a clari- 
net, flute, an oboe, and a bassoon, 
with a French horn. Two of 
numbers were played by the 
force of the: organization. Various 
combinations of _the instruments 
took part in the rest of the program. 


The feature of the evening from 
the standpoint of the majority of 
the audience was the Sinfonia -de 
Camera, in B flat major, opus 8, by 
Wolf Ferrarj with the eleven in- 
Struments participating. 

Looking down on Miss Beebe from 
the box over her head it was dis- 
covered that she was playing the 
piano part from the entire score, 
and this emphasized, too, the quality 
of her direction, in that, with eleven 
instruments involved and with no 
baton to®point the way. yet such an 
esprit de corps has been developed; 
so strikingly does peBhe infuse her 
force into the body, that their en- 
semble isas brave, as live, as bril- 
liant, as though the society were 
a full orchestra with a regulation 
conductor in black cut-a-wayv and 
gray trousers waving his little stick 
before them. 


The Wolf-Ferrari begins quietly 
and winsomely on a rather plaintive

ginning to wonder why the Metro- 
politan opera company does not more 
frequently put some of the Wolf- 
Ferrari operas in their reportoire 
and bring them to AtMinta, you wake 
up to the realization that the sin- 
fonia is developing into a music 
drama, intense in action. Wolf- 
Ferraigf' almost at the start has 
turned on the whole works and the 
little orchestra rises to a delicious 
climax of brilliance, as full of color 
as a stage would be set for the 
lover’s great scene or a bit of page- 
antry. 

A high lighted contrast it was to 
the Brahms trio which had come a 
little while before; the Brahms, rich 
in melody also, but its themes 
were so! rer; its treatment sug- 
gested the more subdued colors, 
warm and rich and flowing smooth- 
ly into one another. Not striking 
fire like the Italian musie.

ister, therefore they are urged to 
take their certificates as a proof 
that they have the right to vote. 

Today is the last day upén which 
the women can register for the elec- 
tion Wednesday, therefore the im- 
portance of their registering today 
some time between 9 in the morning 
and 6 in the afternoon. They must 
register in the office of Lucian Har- 
ris, tax collector, in the county 
courthouse, and not in the office 
of Walter Taylor in the city hall. 

The election Wednesday is especi- 
ally vital to the women of the com- 
munity as it concerns .the election 
of a member on the school commis- 
sion and relates, therefore, to the 
life of the child—the future citizen. 

To vote upon school questions was 
the reason why so many women 
were anxious for a voice in municip- 
al affairs. and now that they have 
the right and the chance, it is up 
to every woman in the community 


to register and to vote. 

ere are two men running for 
the office of school commissioner.

screen. I studied his methods as 
Closely as possible and I left the 
Private exhibition in a very sad 
mood. But Lam not the only chal- 
lenger who fears that the French- 
man will not be in a position to 
“meet all comers” after he boxes 
Champion Jack Dempsey. 

I sat with my brother, Mike, and 
my manager, Eddie Kane, at the 
Carpentier pictures. We exchanged 
comments and we agreed on near- 
ly eVery oocasion that we became 
critical. From the viewpoint of an 
American boxer, Carpentier does 
nearly everything in the ring— 
“wrong.” Admittedly, he seems to 
have a very good right hand but if 
he ever expects to use that Long- 
Tor punch effectively on Dempsey, 
he is going to be badly surprised: 

I cannot understand how some 
eritics believe that Carpentier will 
win if the fight lasts more than ten 
rounds. My belief is that he has 
to beat Dempsey in a hurry—as he 
beat Befkett—in order to grab the 
title. And I have several good rea- 
sons for this belief. 

In the first place, I doubt whether 
Carpentier is in championship condi- 
tion.

Jake Abel Fails At Lifting 
Title of World’s Champion, 
But He Travels Whole Route

Jake Abel had his chance to snap 
up the welterweight championship 
of the universe last night at the 
Auditorium, but the fates who held 
out the opportunity failed ta give 
the local battler the wallop that 
would have landed him on the top 
of the heap, and the champion, 
Jack Britton, was awarded Referee 
Harry Stout’s decision after ten 
rounds of splendid milling that 
pleased a good house. 


A resume of the rounds shows 
that Britton cleanly earned the ver- 
dict, getting seven of the ten 
rounds, one, the first, being a draw. 
The only knoékdown came in the 
second round, when a right cross 
to the jaw sent the Atlantan to the 
canvas, where he took a count of 
seven. After that, for the remain- 
der of the~frame at least, Abel 
fought a careful_battle and finished. 
the round in nice condition. 


The local boy was much the light- 
er of the two, Britton | evidently 
using the champion’s prerogative 
in not having to make any stipu- 
lated weight to good advantage. 
Abel’s weight at 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon was 144 pounds, and 
while no definite figures could be 
gleaned concerning the title-hold- 
er’s weight, he tipped at well over 
150, looking decidedly fat. 

Abel sought to force the fight 
from the start, bearing out. the 
prediction that he would go in to 
give the’champion the best in his 
System, and to take everything that 
came his way. Jake followed this 
course for seven rounds, and then 
the tattoo that Britton played on 
his stomach~had its’ effect, and 
Abel was slowed down considera- 
bly. Until this round Jake had 


been the aggressor in every frame, | 


and was making splendid showe 
ing against the bewildering quick- 
nes8 and superb ring generalship of 
the best off all the welters. 

This speed of Britton enabled him 
to shoot a stiff left to Abel’s face 
that caused the local boy no end of 
trouble; blows that paved the way 
for a crashing right that the cham- 
pion brought over on several oc- 
easions with deadly precision. It 
was thi&S process that enabled him 
toscorethe knockdown in the sec- 
ond round, the rignt-cross followin» 
a left that forced Abel tomleave a 
vulnerable spot unprotected. The 
wallop followed like a flash, and 
Abel went down, wisely deciding to 
let the referee toll off a few num- 
bers before’ regaining his fett. 


Not a “Killer.” 


Britton is not a fighter of the 
“killer” type, and we doubt seri- 
ously ifhe would have knocked out 
Abel had the Qattle gone twice th: 
ten-round bout. Britton hits just 
hard enough to worry any firhter, 
but his supremeness lies not in his 
abiityasahard clouter, Britton is 
champion mainly beCause he is a 
remarkable boxer, capable of taking 
advantage of every sNp by his oppo- 
nent, and speedy enough to put 
across the kind of fighting that 
quickly rolls up points. 

Jake appeared absolutely unable 
to use his right with any telling 
effect, due mainly to Britton’s style 
of fighting, which enabled him to 
ward off the right-wing wallons. 
Jake has 00d left, and he put it 
in good spots at times. The left 
hand opened up nice openings for a 
right on several occasions, but Jake 
was never able to bring it through. 

a Britton Missed. 

sritton was forced to miss an 
good blows that would have left 
their mark, Jake showing up espe- 
clally in this respect during the 
third and fourth rounds, when the 
champion was putting everything he 
possessed in the wallops he was 
Sending across. Jake's ability in 
this respect was his salvation. as he 
had been through squally sailing in 
the second round, and Britton was 
Still seeking to end the bout ab- 
ruptly.

The champion used this jab from 
the start and it served its purpose 
well. 

Jake Fought Well. 

Abel undoubtedly fought a good 
battle against Britton and a draw 
decision, were Wwe entitled to 
expunge the second round from the 
records,.would not have been en- 
tirely unjust. nI this frame, Brit- 
ton hit harder than at any other 
part of the struggle and Jake was 
plainly in distress. Shortly after 
the opening of the round, the cham- 
pion found an unprotected spot in 
Abel’s defense and a terrible right 
was crashed through, landing di- 
rectly over the left eye, raising a 
knot that was plainly evident _the 
remainder of the match.

STATE ENDEAVORS 
TO COLLECT TAXES. 


Macon, Ga., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The state of Georgia is en- 
deavoring to force the collection of 
$176,000 in back taxes on the per- 
sonal property of the late Alfred 
Shepard, it ‘developed yesterday, 
when conferences of lawyers and 
heirs began here with J. F. Rob- 
erts, state tax agent under the law 
of 1919, representing Georgia’s in- 
terests, 

It is claimed that for years the 
elder Shepard evaded the payment 
of taxes on personal property, but 
the state can go no farther than 


seven years back in the eollection of 


taxeS on property that was not 
placed on the digent. The confér- 
ences, Which will be resumed tomor- 
row, were attended.today by Attor- 
ney John R. L. Sm&h, representing 
the Crandall tinetrests; Louis G. 
Brown, administrator of the estate; 
Mrs. Alice Crandall, Fred Crandall, 
and the state tax agent. 


Agreement Sought. 


Efforts are being made at these 
conferences to come to an agree- 
ment as to the liability of the es- 
tate. This involves the question as 
to whether or not Alfred Shepard 
was a resident of Georgia. That 
there will be ‘attachments issued 
against the property, regardless of 
whether or not an agreement is 
reached, was indicated tonight at 
the close of the first day’s confer- 
ences. No attachments have been 
made up to this hour. 


Subject to Seizure. 


In the event of such procedure 
the entire personal property would 
be seized by the state of Georgia. 
Mr. Roberts refused to discuss the 
status of the tax fight until Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey signified his 
willingness to disclose the circum- 
stances of the case, and to divulge 
interest in the _ fight, 
which he did late yesterday after- 
noon over long distance telephone, 

“Personal property,” said Mr. Rob- 
erts, “under the laws of Georgia 
follow the individual to his resi- 
dences. Alfred Shepard carried on 
expensive operations in loans: in 
Houston county and elsewhere. His 
operations cover ten, possibly fif- 
teen states. The big question be- 
fore us is ‘was Alfred Shepard a 
resident of Georgia?’ 

“In making loans _in Houston 
county Alfred Shepard claimed nine 
different states as his residence. In 
all other states in which he made 
loans the instruments establishing 
the loans give Georgia as his resi- 
dence. We have failed to find 
where he has made any returns 
anywhere on this personal prop- 
erty. We have not yet been able 
to establish the fact that he voted 
in any other state in the union. 

Georgia Was Shepard’s Home. 

“The circumstances brought to 
light in all other states outside of 
Georgia appears to strengthen the 
proof that he was ae resident of 
Georgia. The inheritance real es- 
tate tax was paid in California, ex- 
cept that part in Georgia which 
was agreed upon. We believe that 
we will prove that Shepard’s real 
residence was in Georgia. The 
interests are resting on 
the fact that the order of court for 
the distribution of $675,000 was not 
acted upon until January 20, of 
this year. Therefore they claim 
that the estate is not liable, as 
they claim that the law provides 
that returns must be made by Jan- 
uarv 1 of each year.

ress—recessl0on In busiuess and pressure or detlation did not become 
vperative in ali iime of trade at Lue same time, nor has it deveiopeu 
ac the same rate. ‘ne process of readjustment must run torougno a 
succession of slages until a general state of equivrium is attamed. 
i believe, however, that we are jutilied in feeling that at the end ot 
this year a substantial amount otf readjustment wii have been reached. 
As tu the credit situation, it was long recognized that the autumn of 
1920 would fyrnish the most severe test of strength of the country’s 
credit and banking structure. ‘That test has been successfully met. 
‘There are now ciear mdication that the credit situation will gradually 
improve throughout the country. Pressure on banks is still heavy, and 
for some time will continue heavy; but the credit structure is thor- 
oughly sound and the outlook can be viewed with confidence.” 

Alexander’s Forecast Correct. 

Mr. Alexander is one of the few big men in Wall street who, at 
the close ot 1919, made an accurate forecast of exactly what would 
happen this year in the mone} market and in general trade. 

As usual on Monday morning, Wall street began the week by 
studying the detailed statement of.the federal reserve system. This 
statement showed a further improvement in the reserve ratio. Only a 
Nery few weeks ago the figures were down to 42.5, within a very small 
fraction of the lowest on record, and not far above the legal minimum. 
At the beginning of this week the figures are uD to 44.4 against 44.1 
a week ago and 45.5 at this time last year. . 

“Boston is now up to 65.0 against 51.6 a week ago and 51.1 a year 
ago; New York shows 4@8 against 40.0 and 41.9; Philadelphia, 49.6 
against 49.4 and 40.1; Cleveland, 56.5 against 56.0 and 43.1; Richmond, 
43.2 against 43.2 and 49.2; Atlanta, 40.1 against 40.1 and 47.2; Chicago, 
40.0 against 40.2 and 51.4; St. Louis, 41.3 against 40.8 and 50.8; Min- 
neapolis, 39.5 against 39.0 and 44.6; 
48.3; Dallas, 40.3 against 41.3 and 50.8; San Francisco, 44.9 against 
49.5 and 48.3. Those figures tell their own story as to the banking 
position of the various districts. 

Dispatches from Minneapolis report that the northwest is expe- 
riencing the worst credit stringency in many years, due to:the decline 
in the prices of grain and*live stock, making the farmers hold on 
Instead of selling. It is reported that while Montana and North 
Dakota banks are experiencing .the worst strain, but that those of 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Wisconsin are not far behind. One 
good feature of the situation in the northwest, it is“reported, is that 
the wave of wild spending has at last given away to a wave of rigid 
economy. 

Geod Time to Pay Debts. 

This is a good time to pay off debts and to persuade the fellow 
who owes you to hold back payments. By waiting and collecting 
later a dollar will buy a dollar and a half’s worth or more. 

Allan A. Ryan was asked eary this morning if he had had an inter- 
view over Sunday at Washington with John Sketon Williams. Around 
10:30 he made the following statement: “I have just come from Mr. 
Samuel Untermyer’s home. I have asked ghim to ,accept a retainer. 
The whole subject being entirely new. to him, he asked me for time to 
act.. r. Untermyer has taken my interests under advisement and 
will give me a reply later. In the meantime, I have promised to give 
no interviews or make no statements.” , 

John Skelton Williams, controller of the currency, was quoted 
today in Washington dispatches as saying: ‘As far as I am advised, 
there are no loans of Mr. Ryan or his firm held by banks under super- 
vision of this office which do not at this time appear sufficiently cov- 
ered by collateral. I will also add that there are few national banks, 
as far as my information goes, to whom Mr. Ryan owes a dollar.” 

S. P. to Announce ‘Plans. 

Rumors were widely circulated today to the effect that before the 
end of the week the Southern Pacific would announce its plan for 
making a distribution of oil lands to shareholders. If these predic- 
tions materialize it will mean that the Kuhn, Loeb and other interests 
behind Southern Pacific are of the belief that the worst of the stock 
market: and money strain are over. It would not. be like the banking 
interests named to throw away a good stock market shock absorber 
as long as it was needed. 

Wheat, corn, cotton, and other commodities, like the stock market, 
acted today as though there was an oversold technical condition to 
be corrected. There was a recovery of prices in, all directions on 
short covering. 

The wicked bears starteda rumor today that there was to. be an 
investigation of the stock exchange and Wall street financial affairs in 
general by Ryan, Untermyer and John Skelton Wililams. No one in 
reliable banking circles took these reports seriously. This is decidedly 
not the time for starting fishing expeditions. 

St. Paul reported taday $17,490,000 gross for October, compared with 
$14,798,000 for the same period of last year, with operating income of 
$2,416,000 against $2,209,000 for October of 1919. 

Rail Earnings Reported. 

For 187 railroads the. interstate commerce commission reports 
$616,000,000 groes for September, an increase of $117,000,000, but with 
net operating income of $75,300, 000, a loss of $2,338,000 compared with 
‘last year. For the ten months, gross amounting to $4,438,000 was 
4“arger by $657,000,000, but there was an operating deficit of $87, 000,000 
against net income for the first ten months of 1919 or $412,000,000. 

During the last 15 minutes of trading it was learned that the 
government was going to withdraw $20,000,000 from the banks here 
tomorrow, and call money advanced from 6 per cent to 7. It closed,, 
however, back at 6 per cent. It is understood that loans of brokers 
are down to $750,000 000, the lowest in six years.

New York, November 29.—There 
were no developments in the course 
of tod@y’s hesitant stock market 
to suggest that sentiment in spec- 
ulative or financial circles had ex- 
perienced any material alteration 
from the unsettled conditions of 
the last few weeks. 

Prices of leading shares reacted 
and rallied with such confusion, is- 
sues of the same class. frequently 
moving contrarily. Dealings were 
noticeably lighter, however, with no 
recurrence, save.in mild ‘form, of 
the recent liquidation. 

News over the week-end was con- 
flicting, but lacking mostly in the 
constructive qualities necessary to 
enlist public interest. The west 
reported a let-down in the invest- 
| ment situation and further reduc- 
'rions of railway tonnage. 

In the commodity markets cot- 
ton quotations wavered again, and 
flour and copper recorded new low 
prices for a period of years.

MANDATES BOARD 
“TOBE NO DUMMY 


League Council Plans 
That Members Shall Be 
Removed From Govern- 
ment Influence. 


Gengva, November 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Remova] of the 
mandates commission, as far as pos- 
sible, from governmental influence, 
was the task undertaken by the 
council of the league of’nations to- 
day. It was decided that the mem- 
bers of this commission shall be ap- 
pointed by the council on personal 
merits and competency, and that 
they shall not occupy any position 
involving fependency upon’ their 
government. 

The mandates question occupied 
almost the entire session and neces- 
sarily postponed the election of a 
Successor #0 Sir Reginald Towér as 
M. 
Viviani represented France instead 
of M. Bourgeois, who was obliged 
to makeatrip to Paris, and Signor 
Tittoni also was replaced, as his 


return to Rome for a few days was 
imperative, 


Expedition to Vita. 


The French government will be 
invited to arrange for the trans- 
portation and sustenance of the 
league military expedition to Vilna. 

The mandates commission wily in- 
clude one member named by” the 
international labor  organizatior, 
who will attend all the meetings in 
an advisory capacity, only when 
questions of interest to labor are 
discussed. ‘Mandatories will be re- 
quired to submit annual reports 
through duly authorized represen- 
tatives, setting forth the situation 
in the territory under their juris- 
diction. These repotts will be ex- 
amined by the mandates commis- 
sion, which will decide what points 
therein shal] be called to the atten- 
tion of the council. 
cOmmission will sit in Geneva. 

The subcommittee on blockades 
today passed a resolution proposed, 
by Lor@ Robert Cecil, de'egate from 
South rica, that ée council be 
asked to name an international com- 
mission on blockades, whose duty it 
shaH be to report to the assembly 
the measures it*finds necessary to 
hut an economic blockade into ef- 
fect. This is regarded as quite like- 
ly to put off a definite solution of 
the blockage question until the next 
meeting of the assembly. 

Austria and Bulgaria. 

Among the important questions 
which will come before the assem- 
bly this week isthe question of ad- 
mitting Amstria and Bulgaria to the 
league of nations. Despite the 
Strong opposition of Serbia, Ru- 
mania and Greece to the granting of 
membership to Bulgaria at this 
time, a large majority of the dele- 
gates seem in favor be taking that 
step. There is virtually no opposi- 
tion {in the case of Austria, the ap- 
plication of which probably will be
